MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov, 26.—Righty | 
persons were known to be dead tonight 
from the violence of tornadoes which 
_ swept through six Southern and South- 
_ western States late yesterday and to- 
Arkansas. was hardest hit with forty- 
six killed in twelve or more widely. sep- 
arated. communities. Heber Springs 
lost twenty-one citizens when the 
twisting storm struck that Ozark foot- 
hilla-town early Jast night. Moscow, 


‘near Pine Bluff, counted ten dead, and 
_other fatalities were reported from re- 


mote settlements in seven counties. 

Louisiana counted . sixteen dead, 
eleven. at Mer Rouge and five in or 
about Haynesville, Claiborne Parish. 

Ten negroes died as a result of the 
twister’s fury in Mississippi. Nine of 
the victims were killed outright on 
plantations around Marks, north of 
Clarksdale, while another died later 
today... . 

In Missouri, tonight’s fatalities stood 


at four, three having perished at 
Brandsville, Howell County, and one at 
Competition, Laclede County. 

The winds caused the death of three 
today, when they struck with rending 


fury a group of homes near Winfield, 
Ala. Another man was believed fatal- 
ly hurt by the tornado, which demol- 
ished more than a score of homes and 
killed a hundred cattle. 

One man died ‘in West Texas in a 
sandstorm, which caused great prop- 
erty losses in Lubberock County. 


Six States Suffer 
No definite estimate of the property 
loss has been made, but it will mount 


_to millions. 

‘ After twisting its way through tne 
Ozak. Mountains the storm struck 
with its greatest fury near the Ozark 
“foothills late yesterday and swirled 
through the town of Heber Springs, 
Afk. Then it twisted across into Mis- 
souri with the proportions and char- 
acteristics of a mid-Fall tornado, 
dipped into half a dozen Arkansas 
counties and into Louisiana, whence 
it veered to the east into Mississippi 
and then into Tennessee and Alabama, 
also touching Texas. 

Half of Heber Springs was left in 
ruins and twenty-one persohs were 
killed and fifty injured. Quitman, 
Greenbrier, .Guy, Pearson, Wilburn, 
Enders and Tyler, suburbs of Heber 
Springs, were among the villages 
which’ suffered in life and property. 

Brandsville, Competition and Big 
Piney bore the brunt of the wind's 
whirl into Missouri, while in Arkansas, 
Conway, Grant, Cleburne, Jackson, 
Jefferson and Yell counties paid a 
death toll.” ° 

The oil and gas fields in Claiborne 
and Morehouse parishes and farming 
sections about Mer Rouge and Haines 
were hardest hit in Louisiana. In Mis- 
sissippi plantations were damaged 
near Marks, in Quitman County. 

Early today the storm passed into 
Tennessee and disappeared after caus- 
ing minor property damage about the 
town of Smyrna. 

The known loss of life in Arkansas 
tonight ‘had mounted to 42, half of 
these being at Heber ——— and the 
injured to more than 1 

Ten are dead and forty injured at 
“Moscow in Jefferson County. Conwa ef 
County reported eight dead at O 
lo, ‘Choctaw and - Macedonia. 
were killed near Newport and as 
man was crushed to death at Sheridari 
The dead and injured at Moscow are 
mostly negroes. 

Oil. Derricks Leveled. 


Eleven were killed and the same 
number injured about Mer Rouge and 
five killed and fifteen injured near 
Hainesville, wHere fifty oil derricks 
were leveled and the camp of the Rox- 
ana Oil Company was wrecked. 

In Alabania the tornado swept the 
neighborhood of Zion Church, near 
Winfield, demolishing more —* 
twenty homes and tearing barns 
from plank. Three persons were illed 
and many were slightly injured when 
the storm swept a strip of land about 
half a mile wide and four miles long. 

All residents turned to relief work, 
many of the families having lost all 
their possessions in the gale. No at- 

t has been made to estimate the 
loss in buildings, homes, crops, cattle 
and foodstuffs tonight. Zion Church, 
a historic structure, was destroyed. 

Nine negro tenant farmers were 
killed and thirteen injured on plan- 
tations near Marks, Miss. Several 
substantial buildings were destroyed 
and gins damaged on the plantations 
of V. I. Smith of Le on, pe former 
President of the Piggly- iggly Cor- 
poration, the Green River Lumber 
J. W. Cook and P. M. B. 


Relief measures have been ‘under- 
taken by the American Red Cross and 
surveys were being made tonight to 
determine the amount of aid needed 
from State sources. C. W. Jackson was 
sent today from the St. Louis head- 
quarters of the Red Cross to establish 
a relief base at West Plains, Mo., and 
R. M. Reddy was dispatched on a simi- 
lar mission to Heber Springs. 

Governor Terral of Arkansis tonight 
awaited reports from National Guard 
officers sent into the storm-swept area 
and newspapers of the State made 
ready to act on petitions from citizens 
of Heber Springs to conduct campaigns 
for relief funds.

RAINS CHECK RESCUE CREW 


Prevent Attempt to Reach the Ten 
Bodies In Claremont -(Cal.) Tunnel. 

OAKLAND, Cal., Nov. 26 (7).—All ef- 
forts to reach the bodies of the ten 
men drowned yesterday by a flood in 
the Claremont Tunnel, under construc- 
tion near here, were halted today when 
a renewed downpour of rain drenched 
the greater part of the Pacific Coast. 

The threat of a second flood caused 








the calling off of the crew ‘working in | 


the Lafayette Tunnel, across a creek 
from the Claremont Lake. 

The accident was the result of a rain 
and wind storm which extended along 
the coast and which continued today 
with new rury. Some points reported 
the storm had brought the seasonal 
rainfall to more than seven inches 
above last year’s figure at this date. 
Snow was piled up in the mountains, 
and the Sacramento River was rising 
rapidly. .

PLUNKETT SEES ALLIES 
IN DRIVE ON SUBMARINE 


Says They Ar. Conducting Prop- 
aganda Here—Asserts He !: 
Through Being Pacitist. 











America’s allies in the World War 
are now carrying on systematic propa- 
ganda, even in the magazines of this 
country, against the further develop- 
ment of the submarine, Rear Admiral 
Charles P. Plunkett charged last night 
in an address before 200 members of 
the Sons of the Revoiution in New 
York at the Park Lane. He said other 
nations had recognized the potential 
value of the submarine to the United 
States in the event of another war. 
“This nation’s V-type submarine,’ he 
said, ‘is now the most powerful in the 
world, the most potential proposition 
in the world in time of war. I’ve tried 
to be a pacifist, but I’m through.” 

The Admiral warned that either Con- 
gress must face squarely the problem 
of shipbuilding ‘“‘or it is only a ques- 
tion of time until the elements destroy 
what ships we have and we shall have 
to abandon the sea as a path to the 
outside world, except under foreign 
flags.’’ Colonel James Barnes traced 
the early history of the American 
Navy and described John Paul Jones 
of Revolutionary fame as ‘‘the dom- 
inant figure in our entire naval his-

the crevice. 

As was reported in the dispatches 
last night. Roquebilliere is now a 
deserted village, and the fact that the 
mountain continued to slide today—the 
exact distance recorded for twelve 
hours was fifty centimeters—offers 
slight hope for the further existence 
of the village. The entire population 
of 2,000 souls has been evacuated and 
occupies a temporary refugee camp on 
the swollen banks. of the Vesubie 
River. 

“Two anxious nights in the told and 
wet. with only a makeshift shelter, 
have served to reduce the morale of 
the people to the lowest ebb, but they 
havé shown fine courage, including 
many old men and women and young 
women with babies.

PREMIER WOULD CUT 
ONTARIO LIQUOR PRICE 


Ferguson in Campaign Speech 
Says: Government Control Plan 
Will Check Illicit Sale. 


CHATHAM, Ontario, Nov. 26 (FP). ** 
Ontario is likely -to-have another cut 


in the price of liquor because of the 
demand for it shown by the large 
quantities now ‘being consumed. This 
statement was made by Premier Fer- 
guson last night in an address at a 
political gathering in. which he was 
describing how his proposed --Govern- 
ment liquor control policy would 
check the illicit sale of it. 

‘We have reduced the prices twice 
in the last three years,” said the 
Premier, ‘and I think we may go a 
little further in that: direction.” 

Mr. Ferguson evidently was referring 
to liquor sales on prescriptions, He 
e believed the proper course of 
the Government was to control the 
output of liquor and jail offenders 
against the law. He contended that 
since the formation of the Ontario

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MARRIAGE A CIVIL CONTRACT, 

Into the disputes about ecclesiastical 
law, provoked by the annulment of the 
Marlborough marriage, it is not for 
Jaymen to enter, It is conceded that 
the. Catholic Church or the Episcopal 
Church or the Mormon Church or any 
‘other may make whatever rules it 
pleases binding upon its own members 
in the matter of marriage and divorce. 
But this does not alter the fact that, 
legally and effectively, all modern 
States have taken a control, superior 
to that of any church, over this whole 
question. As Bishop MANNING stated 
in his comment on Thursday, though 
the practice of his own Church is 
severe, “ Marriage is a civil contract 
as well as a religious one.“ He might 
have put it more sharply. Without 
the consent of the civil authorities 
there cannot be a legally valid relizious 
contract of marriage. The clergyman 
who officiated at the Marlborough 
wedding did so by permission and by 
the authority of the State of New 
York. Without its consent he could 
not have lawfully acted. Be the thing 
wise or foolish, the unalterable truth 
is that in the modern world the State 
has taken over this entire subject. It 
makes its own definition of what 
constitutes a valid marriage. It de- 
termines what is legitimacy and looks 
after the rights.of inheritance. And 
just as it declares what is a legal mar- 
riage, it reserves to itself the right to 
decide when it shall be annulled -or 
dissolved. Bishop MANNING truly said 
that in this country “no Church could 
“annul a marriage without due process 
* of law in the civil courts.” 

Every one is entitled to his own 


orinion about. the distressing nature of | 


this Marlboréugh procedure. It seems 
to exalt a technical Church law aboye 
the soundest instincts of ‘human 
nature and even the promptings of a 
mother’s heart. But into all that we 
do not go. The one thing to be in- 
sisted upon is.that the voiding of the 
Marlborough marriage is binding only 
upon the conscience of. Catholic com- 
municants, It can have no legal 
effect. No Judge would pay any atten- 
tion to it, except possibly as a piece of 
relevant evidence, in any case brought 
in a civil court. It can throw no 
stain upon the children born of the 
marriage. The laws of England, like 
those of the United States, will-see to 
it that all the rights and consequences 
which flow from.a perfectly legal and 
duly consummated marriage are main- 
tained in their integrity. Here is no 
case of a divided jurisdiction between 
Church and State. That of the State 
_ is supreme and must remain ‘so. 

The agitation roused by this case 
shows how far the decision goes be- 
yond the mere interest of individuals.

The more responsible advocates 
of State initiative, like Governor 
SmiTtH, no longer talk in terms of 
outright ownership and operation. The 
more responsible champions of private 
initiative, like OwEN Youna, no longer 
demand that the State shall’ keep its 
hands off altogether. The fourth phase 
of the discussion is: Where shall we 
draw the Une between public and pri- 
vate initiative? Governor SMITH may 
answer at the dinner the Survey Asso- 
ciates are giving him in this city next 
month. If the present. Stateepolicy is 
to be modified in the direction ad- 
vocated by the Governor, public opin- 
ion will have to be satisfied that his 
proposal undertakes only to safe- 
guard the paramount public interest 
in water-power development, and is 
wholly free from the evils of Govern- 
ment operation. - .

“THE AMERICAN PERIL.” 

Two American Ambassadors cele- 
brated Thanksgiving by explaining to 
people in Europe some aspects of the 
American attitude for which Euro- 
peans should be thankful. We are 
not, said Ambassador SCHURMAN in 
Berlin, money-grabbers. Rather, we 
are free spenders. *We are not, said 
Mr. Herrick in Paris, seeking world 
dominion, but.only want to mind our 
own affairs. Both doubtless had in 
mind charges of certain European 
journalists to the effect that the United 
States is determined to “enslave” 
Europe and to rob her starving in- 
habitants of their last sou. From the 
American point of view all this is so 
absurd as to appear almost unworthy 
of notice. But in Europe it sounds 
differently. The very fact that two 
American Ambassadors felt called 
upon to speak as they did is ‘a 
measure of the extent to which such 
assertions have gained credence in 
Europe. 

Mr, SCHURMAN’s remark that the 
billion dollars spent in Europe by 
American tourists virtually paid for 
the war debt is subject to qualifica- 
tion. There is. no question that the 
amount is of vast importance in 


| stimulating the trade of Europe. Were 


our tourists to cease visiting the Con- 
tinent, the effect on many industries 
would be disastrous, But the con- 
tribution which they make is not al- 


| together gratuitous. Most of them re- 


ceive permanent values. in exchange. 
That the Europeans receive at least 
their full share of the profits is not 
to be doubted. 

The open-handed ways of many 
American tourists have, paradoxically 
enough, done much to rouse antago- 
nism of Europeans. To be sure, if 
Americans were close, instead of 
lavish, they would be just as bitterly 
assailed by those who dislike them. 
Then they would be said to be miserly, 
But the readiness with which they 
part with their money is offensive to 
those who feel their circumstances 
pinched. There is something almost 
personally insulting in the way some 
of the tourists are careless about their 
change. To sensitive Europeans this 
smacks a little of “ rubbing it in” that 
America is rich and powerful and that 
her citizens can go where they please 
and do as they please. 

The realization of America’s latent 
strength, and her unconsciousness of 
its extent, with her inexperience in 
using it, is at the bottom of much of 
the resentment of Europeans. Until 
the war they looked upon the United

CONCERNING FOUNDATION S, 
Dr. FREDERICK P. Kzpps, President 
of the Carnegie Corporation, has pre- 
sented some pertinent conclusions con- 
cerning foundations in his report for 
the year. They have not dried up the 
sources’ of other support. Quite the 


reverse: gifts from individuals have 


never been greater, nor have public 
revenues been more generously ap- 
propriated. The contributions from 
other than foundation sources have, 
however; been “almost without ex- 
ception” for the benefit of specific in- 
stitutions, while the foundations have 
given increasingly for basic studies, 
experiments and demonstrations. — 
Some of these experiments «have 
doubtiess been barren of results, or 


nhave not seemed to justify the expen- 
-|diture; but it may be said that in 


several fields the adyance made would 
have been impossible without the help 
of the foundations, Much has been 
achieved through cooperation with 
universities and Government agencies 
which, in general, did not have the. 
financial or other resources necessary 
to undertake the experiment on such 
a scale as to be of service either to 
itself or to the country at large. On 
the other hand, it is also admitted 
that the foundations could not them- 
selves have a¢complished much alone. 

Among the advances that have been 
made are those in public health. In 
this work the Rockefeller Foundation 
has made a world-felt contribution. 
The Milbank Foundation has had an 
“honorable share” in this work at 
home, In general social welfare the 
Sage Foundation “blazed the way” 
and has been joined by the Common- 
wealth Fund and the Laura Spelman 
Rockefeller Memorial, In the natural 
sciences the Carnegie Institution added 
its service to that of the Smithsonian 
Institution and was itself supplement- 
ed richly by the gifts of two of the 
foundations to the National Résearch 
Council. Then there are the recent 


|grants to the American Library Asso- 


ciation for the training of librarians 
and for other library service and the 
beginnings of aid to the cause:of adult 
education. Better international rela- 
tions, promotion of sounder educa- 
tional practice through research, as- 
sistance in establishing pension funds, 
giving subvention to food studies and 
economic investigations—these are but 
a few of the enterprises which the 
major foundations have undertaken. 
The roster published by the Sage 
Foundation contains the names of 
scores. It is the creation of more 
of the smaller foundations that Dr.

TAXES INSTEAD OF RIFLES. 


Proposal to Insure Foreign Invest- 
ments and Avoid Loss of Life. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
The situation developing in our rela- 





tions with Mexico brings up once more 


the question of how far we should go 
in the protection of the investments of 
our citizens in foreign lands. 

The generally accepted theory is that 
if an American's, or more frequently 
an American corporation’s, investment 
is endangered it becomes my job as an 
American citizen to endanger and per- 
haps lose my life to secure his or its 
property. 

This theory fails to appeal to my 
sense of. fairness for several reasons. 
In the first place, there is no reciprocal 
obligation. If I’ make investments at 
home and they prove unfortunate I 
don’t see any rush on the: part of 
other investors or my fellow-citizens 
generally to put themselves out to any 
great degree to make good my losses. 
In the next place, there is a consider- 
able disproportion between what I am 
called upon to give and what I am ex- 
pected to get. I happen to have only 
one life to risk, and of this I must im- 
peril 100 per cent. in order to redeem 
an investment on the part of a fellow- 
citizen which does not involve his life 
at all and probably involves only a 
fraction or decimal of-his property. . 

If I.am-to be held-at all. responsible | 
in the premises, why would it not be 
fairer to make my fellow-citizen’s 
claim a lien on my property. instead of 
on. my life? Not being a particularly 
rich man, I value the latter more 
highly than I do the former. 

Instead of following. the present 
course of collecting foreign invest- 
ments with guns in the hands of 
American lads, let us levy a tax on 
all American property for the insuring 
of foreign investors against loss. In 
this way we could carry out the first 
function of Government—the _protec- 
tion of the rich—without hazard to the 
lives of the rest of us..

$550,000 Needed for Health Work. 
Zo the Editor of The New York Times: 

Two milestones were reached last year in 
the State-wide struggle against tuberculosis. 
The death rate from this disease had 
‘dropped below .90,: and for the first time 
the Christmas seal sale passed the goal of 
$500,000, which had been sought for some 
years. by. the. State Committee on Tubercu- 
losis and Public Health of the State ‘Chari- 
ties Aid Association and its affiliated coni- 
mittees’ throughout the State. 

After the first flush of triumph we soberly 
faced the fact that we were still far from 
complete victory. The death rate from tu- 
berculosis in this State has: declined in 
eighteen years from 188 to 88—100 points— 
but it must be kept from rising again and 
be pushed down and down to elimination. 

This year it is estimated that $550,000 is 
needed for the health promoting activities 
‘already under way in various sections of the 
State, | 

We ask the cooperation of all in the 
Christmas seal campaign, which opened 
Nov. 26 and continues until Christmas Day.

The net result would be that only one- 
quarter of any block would be built 
over a height of more than once the} 
breadth of the street. Limited in this 
way, high buildings would not be so 
objectionable to surrounding land, and 
those who.sold their rights would re- 
ceive compensation for the damage 
done them. The high buildings thus 
isolated would retain that quality of 
cheerfulness which makes them so at- 
tractive when standing free. Assured 
of permanent light, they would be as- 
sured of permanent value, while the 
curb on construction would prove a 
curb on congestion. 

Since writing that letter further 
study of conditions here and in Eu- 
ropean cities has convinced me that a 
general ‘height of once the width of 
the street is impracticable... It should 
not be above five stories at most. 

Our people like high buildings; they | 
have become a national charactcristic, 
and there is no reason why they shoyld 
not have them in moderation. Any 
flat limitation of height likely to be 
acceptable in New York would, I think,’ 
be very objectionable. It would pro- 
mote crowding and shutting out of 
light. 

At present we are engaged in build- 
ing a city which when completed will 
be several times higher than the 
capacity of the streets both for cir- 
culation and light. There is no evi- 
dence that this is practicable, whereas 
evidence that it is impracticable is 
abundant, increasing daily, and will 
soon be overwhelming. A drastic stop 
will soon have to be made, and those 
owners who in the meantime have |} 
pre-empted their neighbors’ proper | 
share of light will have had an unfair 
advantage. 

Only so much can be done in the 
long run with land, and if buildings 
are carried to excessive heights in one 
place they must be correspondingly 
low in another. 

Conditions in Buropean: cities show 
that, even with the best city plan, an 
average of six stories is all that is 
possible. That is the height of Paris 
within the walls. Any oné who has had 
occasion. to examine conditions there, 
either as to circulation or light, must 


‘know that it would be impossible to 


double the height of the buildings, and 
most undesirable to do so even if it 
were possible. We are attempting to 
triple or quadruple it on a much 


rer street plan. .

The writer is a descen- 
dant of the brother who stayed in 
England and I mention this to indicate 
that apart from many valued American 
friends I have a femily connection 
with the States.

I have lately been on the Continent, 
and although there is much strong 
feeling and stronger language there I 
am not — to judge the real depth 
of ‘it. :

Controller Charles W. Berry said he 
favored a thorough investigation of 
the subway situation before deciding 
on any rate of fare. He contradicted 
Mr. Delaney’s statement that “the 
Controller apparently wants to in- 
crease the fare at once.’’ General 
Berry said that he was for the lowest 
fare at which the subways could be 
operated and pay their way. He re- 
iterated his intention of refusing to 
vote for any more appropriations for 
subway construction until the Board 
of Estimate had adopted a definite 
transit policy. Commenting upon Mr. 
Delaney’s ‘plan, he said he was very 
glad there was a plan to be con- 
sidered. Hé added that he would like 
to know when«t was to be brought 
before the Board of Estimate. 

Former Mayor John F. Hylan re- 
frained from criticizing Mr. Delaney, 
whom he appointed, but declared it 
would be a great mistake to turn over 
the city’s new subway system, now 
under construction, to either the 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit or the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Company, 
both of which, he said, had “taken 
all the profits and given bad service."’ 

In discussions of the plan, city offi- 
cials expressed the opinion that two 
years would be a reasonable time in 
which to effect a settlement. Others 
said an even longer period might be 
necessary, so great were the difficul- 
ties in the way. 

The attitude of the Interborough’s 
representatives toward the plan is con- 
sidered encouraging, it was said. ‘he 
position of the B. M. T. is regarded 
as less certainly in favor of the plan, 
but the city, it was said, is in a strong 


position with that company becausey 


the city-owned rapid transit lines of 
the B. M. T. are recapturable and 
could be recaptured for hetween §$70,- 
000,000 and $100,000,000 to form) part of 
a consolidated system. 

Mr. Delaney’s intention, it was said, 
is to propose that the valuation of 
the various rapid transit lines in the 
proposed consolidation be based on 
their original cost, less depreciation. 
This would give the city the majority 
of the stock of the proposed quasi- 
public service corporation, so some city 
officials have calculated, as the re- 
port made by the Transit Commission 
in 1921 placed the value of the B. M. 
T.’s interest in its rapid transit lines 
at $140,000,000 and the Interborough’s 
at $218,000,000. As the city’s new sub- 
way system is to cost at least $600,000,- 
000 and as the city owns all but the 
two companies’ investments in the ex- 
isting subways, the city, on this basis, 
would control the proposed new cor- 
poration. There was said to be, how- 
ever, a disposition on the part of the 
city officials to concede to the two 
companies at least 50 per cent. of the 
directors.

“T will,” he replied, “but inasmuch 
as I have but three of the sixteen 
votes in the Board of Estimate, my 
action in not voting one way or the 
other for such appropriations would 
not necessarily hold them up. ~ 

‘‘My determination to withhold my 
vote is intended as a protest against 
the continued failure of the present 
Board of Estimate to adopt a definite 
policy regarding the new lines. The 
existing board has no policy of its 
own. What it is doing is simply going 
ahead with ‘the policy of the preceding 
board for the construction of an in-/ 
dependent system. The existing board 
should have its own policy and this 
should be known so that we will know 
how much money we will require for 
subways and thus be able to reach an 
intelligent decision as to how far we 
* go in meeting our other financial 
needs,’’ 


Hylan’s Statement. 


“IT am not criticizing Mr. Delaney,”’ 
Mr. Hylan said. ‘“‘I don’t know any- 
thing about his plan. I do know that 
when he served under me his whole 
endeavor was to serve the people, and

Appellate Court Affirms Jastice

George Leask, senior member of the 
banking firm-of- his name at 52 Wil- 
Mam Street and for forty years a mem- 
ber of Calvary Baptist Church, suf- 
fered another legal defeat yesterday 
in his controversy with the Rev. Dr.

Mr. Leask had long been prominent 
in Baptist church work, having served 
as Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
of Calvary Church, President of the 
Baptist Fresh-Air Home Society, trus- 
tee of the Financial Committee of the 
New York Baptist Missionary Society 
and as an officer of the Baptist Home 
for the Aged. In his papers he showed 


that he had given $3,500 a year to Bap- 


tist work and more than $1,250 of it to 
Calvary. 

On Oct. 27, 1923, his membership in 
the church was suspended by the Dea- 
cons and he was soon afterward called 
before them to hear the charges.

$4,000,000 Project Planned by 
Physicians Is Explained 
"+ by Dr. Lambert. 


BUILDING TO BE 18 STORIES 


Accommodations for Relatives of 
Patients Provided——Ten Oper- 
ating Rooms. 


The project of 150 physicians to build 


+ a -four-million-dollar hotel-hospital in 


New York took more definite form yes- 
terday when Dr. Alexander Lambert, 
Chairman of the Organization Commit- 
tee, announced details of the proposed 
structure to be on East End Avenue, 
between ae and Bighty- 


eighth Streets. : 

At a luncheon at the Hotel Biltmore 
Dr: ‘Lambert said the building, which 
would ‘be eighteen stories, would front 
on Carl Schurz Park, in a compara- 
tively unspoiled stretch of East River 
waterfront. ‘‘The building will be a 
simple,. practical brick structure,’’ Dr. 
Lambert said, ‘‘to be free of elaborate 
“ornament or. any, attempt at monu- 
mental effect. He explained there 
would be hotel — with room and 
restaurant — — “for rela- 
tives of patien 

Plans of the —— — Dr. Lambert 
said, provide for two basements, one 
below the sidewalk to be used for 
storage.and machinery and the: other, 
partly above sidewalk level,- for the 
main kitchen and employes’ dining 
rooms. The main entrance will -be on 
the East End Avenue frontage, with 
ramps connecting the lobby with the 
sidewalk. Administration offices, re- 
ception rooms and the guest. dining 
room will occupy the first floor. Above 
these. will. be eleven. floors.of rooms for 
patients, with laboratories, library and 
apparatus room in the-north wing of 
the second floor. 

Each of the hospital floors will have 
a visitors’ room, a floor office, nurses’ 
room, kitchen and complete working 
department. Some of the. patients’ 
rooms will have open fireplaces. On 
the fourteenth floor will be ten operat- 
ing rooms, with the .requisite .doctors’ 
rooms, nurses’ rooms, sterilizing: rooms. 
and laboratories. 

There will be 20 rooms for guests, 72 
for maternity patients and 360 for med- 
ical and surgical casés: — 

Most of the large hospitals in New 
York, Dr. Lambert said, were carried 
through: financially by income from 

their private pavilions. In the new 
hospiter which may be named either 
The Doctors’ Hospital or The Hotel 
Hospital, he said, ‘there would be no 
wards for free patients. He estimated 
that the average price of a room would 
be from $8.50 to $9 a day. 

The hospital, he said, would be con- 
ducted on business principles. ' “Tt will 
pay for itself, give a fair return on 
the money invested and fill a want 
which the community has felt for many 
years,” he added,

Sapinsky Testifies Row Over 
Lighting Plant Was to 
— City Officials. 


BLAMES REYNOLDS REGIME 


Corporation Counsel Denles He Had 
Been Ide .ifled With Former 
Mayor’s Administration. 


Opposition by “political outs’’ to an- 
noy the ‘‘ins” or present officials of 
the City of Long Beach was declared 
to be the basis for the legal contro- 
versy over the transfer of the munic- 


ipal lighting plant to the Long Beach 
Power ‘Company, according to the tes- 


sel.S. M. Sapinsky of Long Beach in 
the Brooklyn Supreme Court. The 
hearing yesterday before Supreme 
Court Justice Mitchell May. was a con- 
‘tinuation of the first. session last week 
at Mineola,. relating to a taxpayers’ 
suit for a permanent injunction to, pre- 
vent. disposal of the municipal. light- 
ing plant. 

It was declared by the plaintiffs in 
the action against the Long Beach of- 
ficials that the city’s $1,000,000 plant 
was hastily turned-over to the private 
company without notice, —** erely 
assumed a mortgage debt ,000 of 
a -city: bond issue for cutlding the 
plant and without allowing rg yom d 
for . $225,000: scene expended in 
provements and equipment.’ 

The transfer of the property was 
voted on Aug; 24 by. Mayor Dalton and 
the three members of the City Council, 
in which action the Corporation Coun- 
sel had given his approving opinion. 
The transfer was further objected to 
by the taxpayers on the ground that 
the power company had been in the 
hands of a receiver and that there was 
no guarantee that all the rights of the 
city would be protected and lighting 
provided regularly. 

In response to questions by former 
Supreme Court Justice’ Charles H. 
Kelby, attorney for the Long Beach 
officials, the Corporation Counsel said 
he had never’ been approached by any 
one to promote the transfer of the 
municipal plant, nor had any favor of 
any kind been offered or asked in rela- 
tion to the matter. 

Mr. Sapinsky said the political oppo- 
sition he referred to included those 
identified with the Reynolds régime. 
On cross-examination by John C. Cur- 
tin, attorney for the taxpayers, he de- 
nied that he had once been identified 
with the Administration of former 
Mayor William.._H.. Reynolds. Mr. 
Sapinsky said he had ex —— the 
reason for the transfer of the property 
at a public meeting of 600 ons on 
the night of the action by Council, 
and that private operation of “the plant 
would reduce the cost of lighting. 

Mr, Curtin asked him what was 
meant when the Corporation Counsel, 
in an interview at — time, asserted 
that. the. city was a “dangerous 
situation?” : 

"Mr. Sapinsky replied that one of the 
dangers was the prospect of long liti- 
gation by the power company to en- 
force its rights in the lighting plant. 
There was also danger that the city 
might have been stopped in the opera- 
tion of the plant.

from John McEntee Bowman’s aged 
chestnut gelding Dansant. 

Bally Clough, Charles V. B. Cush- 
man’s Brooks-Bryce.Cup winner, had 
to be content with third honors and 
had to win those after a jump-off. 
After the first trial it developed that 
Bally Clough and Unigeno, the brown 
gelding of Captain Adam Krolikiewicz 
of Poland, were tied for third. On the 
jump-off Bally Clough was the better. 

The victory of Sure. Fire was re- 
garded as an especially fine one by 
many local observers, as it was the 
first big victory for an American horse 
over the entries from France, Poland, 
Belgium, Holland, Spain and Canada.
